The ex-Sheriff being a member 
of the Ewingvllle Hone Oompany, at onoa 
notified tho officers of the oompany of hia 
loss. No lime was wasted in bringing the 
matter before the police authorities, who 
were Informed that a reward of 1160 would 
be paid for the aprpeheniloB of the thief 
and the recovery of the property, which 
consisted of a buggy, let of harness, 
blankets and so forth In addition to the 
horse. Tho Ewlng Oompany oolne a mem- 
ber of the Consolidated Vigilant Society of 
New Jersey and Pennsylvania, which con- 
sists of eleven local companies located in 
two Slates, John F. Herbert, of Trenton 
Junction, President, and Robert Eaatburn, 
of Yardley, Secretary and Treasurer. This 
society has a standing reward of $300 dol- 
lars for tho arrest and conviction of any 
horse thief, If the property Is stolen from, 
a member of any of their companies. The 
case was put in the hands of the chief of 
police of Trenton at once with the result 
that the thief was arrested in Philadelphia 
the next day and subsequently the balance 
of tho property was recovered. The thief 
wan taken to Trenton, pleaded guilty and 
wan sent to the State prison for a term of 
seven years. The Board of Directors of 
the Consolidated Oompany then instructed 
their President, Treasurer and Mr. Atch- 
ley to meet the different representatives 
of the police departments. of the two 
States and settle the reward. On Tues- 
day of last week they Jnet tha proper 
authorities at the office of the police de- 
partment of Trenton, and settled the re- 
ward In full, which amounted to 1450. 
Mr. Atohley feels very grateful for the 
efficient ^manner in which the case, ,»as 
conducted by the companies. The system 
that the police have for the detection of 
such criminal! and their arrest Is of the 
biKhest class. Mr. Eastburn was shown 
tho metnod the police have in distributing 
the description of persons, property and so 
forth to the rest of the world. There are 
395 stations in the different parts of New 
Jersey and other States that the authori- 
ties at Trenton can reach in a few minutes 
after they have the information needed, 
and of course a man has but a little 
chance of getting away with a thing as 
largo as a horse without being arrested be- 
fore he has journeyed far.

On I ted States matt call for the delivery of 
over 350,000,000 feet of sawed or hewed, 
timber. 'Allowing one-third for waste, 
there mast be eame 880,000,000 linear feet 
of timber cat annually from onr forests to 
•apply tblf one item of railroad tits,

Upon this line also one of 
the greatest insurance companies in tho 
world is about to be formed by the Nation- 
al Association of Manufacturers. 
The 


company will protect its member* from 
loss arising from strikes and will also in- 
sure free labor against physical injuiien 
and financial loss arising from the coer- 
cion of strikers. The company will have 
a backing of $100,000,000. The Executive 
Committee held a secret meeting in New 
York recently. Plans were formulated and 
now are almost complete with a company 
organized and practically unlimited capi- 
tal. 


The building of the modern shy-scraper 


has lead to the thought, will the great steel 
structures, with their vaneering of stone 
or brick, withstand the ravages of time. 
The twenty-story building with its iron 
framework is only an experiment and 
whether it will prove to be a successful 
substitute for structures built of stone 
remains to be answered.

of bridge building the great engineers 
moved from stone to iron and are now in a 
most surprising manner returning to rock 
for the material to compose the spans 
across streams. At Morrlsiille this county, 
the Pennsylvania Railroad company is 
substituting a stone arch bridge for tbe 
steel one now in use.

building 
For many years past bridges 


have been conitructed of iron. 
This 


method succeeded the wooden bridges, 
and it was an improvement. But now it 
is proposed to return to stone bridge con- 
struction wherever practicable. This was 
tne method of bridge-building a century 
or more ago, and it has been found by 
actual experience there ie nothing better. 
Iron bridges are expensive to keep is re- 
pair—possibly as expensive as wooden 
bridges. The Increasing scarcity of lum- 
ber has made wooden structures imprac- 
ticable. But there is an abundance of 
material entering into the building of 
stone arch bridges. 
The stone bridges 


built a century or more ago are in good 
condition and with proper care and 
moderate expense they will last another 
century. 
In European countries stone 


bridges have stood for centuries and are 
in use today.

"The utterances of trade union writers 


and speakers as refilled by the editorials

Gazette, "convey to their constituents the 
belief that while it is the wage earner who 
produces all that is worth having on this 
earth there is an effort on the part of the 
capitalist and employer to despoil him.

mercial progress whieh places the civiliza- 
tion of the twentieth cehtury in advance 
of that of the Middle Ages. 
Is it to the 


weaver for wage that mankind owes the 
better clothing that all men wear, or to 
the Inventor of the-power loom, the build- 
er of factories, the organizers of method 
for obtaining the material and distribut- 
ing the product? The man who attends 
the power loom Is a useful factor, but is 
his daily work more of value than that of 
the hand weaver of a few generations ago? 
Although his reward is immeasurably 
greater, is his actual contribution to the 
finished product of as great value In pro- 
portion as that of the hand weaver? 


"If one of John Mitchell'! constituents 


were placed with pick and shovel on tbe 
outcrop of coal in a mountain fastness, 
of what value would be his daily work? 
The men who survey the markets, the 
men who survey the laud, who determine 
the building of and who provide the track, 
cars and tipples must do their work before 
the man with pick and shovel can begin. 
And suppose they make this provision that 
enables him to begin and no more, of 
what value IB his labor? He digs five tons 
of coal and hauls it to the tipple. What 
then? Of what value IB it to him unless 
U is sold? There must be men to carry it 
where it is needed and sell it there for 
him. The community pays that adminis- 
trative force and through it pays the min- 
er. If the community does not give ade- 
quate reward to the stockholder his capi- 
tal is lost; it cannot be moved to another 
locality; it is gone. The miner has sop- 
plied none of the capital, none of the in- 
ventive or administrative ability, none of 
the preparation that has made his work 
possible and takes none of the risk of suc- 
cess; yet the labor leader howls that labor 
is all in all."

T The trouble may be in the posterior 
nures. One or both nostrils may bo 
stopped "P 
H'ts leaves an unventl- 


liitcd space Just back of the nostril, In 
the upper portion of the throat. The 
»ant of ventilation allows the mucus 
to accumulate and decompose, which 
ff.rms a Tcry fetid gns. 


Or, again, the trouble may be caused 


|i\ enlarged tonsils These sometimes 
assume a globular form, with deep 
devices and seams which retain mu- 
cus. Again, mucus collects behind and 
ii hove an enlarged tonsil, where It la 
.sure to decompose and cause bad 


tbieath. 


Any portion of the respiratory tract 
' fiim the throat to tho lungs may bo 


the seat of the difficulty. The mucous 
•mrfaco Is liable to catarrh, and the 
ciitarrh abrades tho mucous mem- 
lunncs here and there, forming super- 
lliinl ulcers, which furnish a continu- 
ous effluvia to the breath. Like little 
volcanoes, they pour out their erup- 
tions of noxious gases day and night to 
contaminate the breath. 


The stomach has often been accused 


of being the cause of bad breath, but 
the fact is tho stomach rarely Is the 
<»use of a bad breath. 
Tbe breath 


•Iocs not enter the stomach. Respira 
1lon has little or nothing to do with 
1lie stomach 
Breath Is simply the act 


of drawing the air Into tne lungs and 
i spelling It again 


The fetor of bad breath sometimes 


originates In the lungs and is no doubt 
the result of a deranged condition of 
tlie whole sjatera 
The blood, being 


surcharged with foul gases and decom- 
posing material, gives oft thcac gases 
nt each respiration 
This Is why the 


Iircnth of a person who drinks liquor 


- 
-ulll become tainted with the smell of 
the liquor At first the breath undoubt 
icily smells of the liquor simply lie 
cause In passing through the mouth 
ii nd throat some of It adheres to the 
mucous surfaces 
If any one were to 


ilnse out the mouth with liquor, the 
breath would smell for a short time, 
but only for a short time. With the 
dram drinker the cnse is different The 
liquor having passed Into bis stomach, 
It Is absorbed Into the blood Through 
the blood it reaches the lungs, and 
with each respiration from the lungs 
» portion of the fumes from tbe liquor 
nre given off with the breath 
This Il- 


lustrates how a bad condition of the 
Mood ran taint the breath. 


Undoubtedly onions ami many other 


nromatlc substances find their way otit 
of the system through the breath. In 
this way a bad stomach may taint the 
breath. This is why a bad stomach 
means bad breath. Bad digestion pro- 
duces a bad quality of blood. 
The 


blood, circulating through the lungs, 
gives off bad odors, which find their 
way Into the breath. In this round- 
about way the stomach may cause 
Irnd breath, but as a rule the cause of 
had breath can be found closer at 
hand —cither in the teeth, posterior 
iiarcg, tonsils, throat or 
bronchial 


tubes. 


Instead of using mouth washes or 


perfumes of any sort to cure a bad 
breath, a person ought to have the 
cause of the bad breath discovered 
Unfortunately it would be of little or 
no use to such a person to call on the 
average doctor, as he knows nothing 
or cares nothing about such things 
He Is simply engaged In prescribing 
drugs and spends very little time in 
ferreting out causes or rt moving ob- 
noxious ailments by harmless and ra- 
tional methods. In these matters every 
person mnst use his own common 
sense and try to be his own doctor. 


Ko one should be content to allow a 


bad breath to continue. It Is very un- 
healthy and is -very obnoxious to other 
people. Every man and woman Is en- 
titled to a sweet breath, and with a 
little care and Judgment this can be 
had. But so long as any one continues 
to take drugs or use narcotics to any 
extent he cannot hope to have a per- 
fectly sweet breath. A pure breath 
comes from pure living, pure habits 
and the continuous practice of absolute 
cleanliness. The toothbrush and cold 
water should be used thoroughly once 
a day. Gargling the throat should im- 
mediately follow. The nostrils should 
,be kept clear; deep breathing prac- 
Itlced. These things alone will do very 
much toward insuring the possession 
of a sweet breath.—Medical Talk.

To do llilH take the thirteen cards of 
any suit, place them face up and ar- 
range fiem In this manner: Nine, 6, 3, 
Jack, 10. 6, 7, 2. king, 8, 1. 4, queen. 
When ihey are thus placed, they are 
face up, with the 9 on top and the 
queen on the bottom. 


Now turn them over so that they are 


face down w ith the queen on top Take 
the top eaiU and place It underneath 
the pa( It and soy "O." Plnce the next 
card underneath the pack in the same 
way and say "N," and the next card 
turn face up on the table, saying "E"— 
one. Leaving "E" face up, place the 
next top card vnderneath the pack, 
saying "T;" the next the same way, 
saying "W," and the next lay face up 
on tlio table, saying "O"—two—and 
HO on through the suit 


Remi mber, \i hen you come to the 


last letter of a card to lay that card 
face ui> on the table, leaving It there. 
When you have laid out the 10 spot, 
you continue by spelling out j-a-c-k 
and q-ii-c-c-n.

Jack out you have only two cards left, 
but continue as before and the queen 
will come out, leaving only the king in 
your liand, which, of course, you lay 
on the others, compelling the suit.
